“PROVINCIAL  ELECTIONS  ACT.” 

October  9th,  1945. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section 
112a  and  section  193  of  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  all  other  powers  there¬ 
unto  enabling.  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations  so  as  to  permit  active 
service  electors  to  register  and  vote  as  therein 
provided : — 

Regulations  to  facilitate  Voting  by  Active 

Service  Electors  who  are  in  British 

Columbia  on  Polling-day. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Provincial  Elections 
Act  ”  and  amendments  thereto : 

“  Active  service  elector  ”  has  the  meaning 
assigned  to  that  phrase  by  section  18a 
of  the  Act,  and  shall  include  any  per¬ 
son  who  having  been  an  active  service 
elector  has  ceased  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Forces: 

“  Service  ballot-paper  ”  means  a  ballot- 
paper  prepared  for  use  by  active  ser¬ 
vice  electors. 

2.  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  active 
service  electors  who  are  in  British  Columbia  on 
the  day  on  which  the  poll  is  held. 

3.  Every  active  service  elector  shall,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  be 
entitled  to  vote,  notwithstanding  that  his  name 
is  not  on  a  list  of  voters. 

4.  Any  active  service  elector  who  desires  to 
vote  may  cast  his  vote  at  any  polling-place  in 
the  Province. 

5.  An  active  service  elector  shall,  unless  his 
vote  is  to  be  counted  in  one  of  the  electoral 
districts  mentioned  in  regulation  6  and  regula¬ 
tion  7,  vote  for  only  one  candidate. 

6.  In  the  case  of  an  active  service  elector 
whose  vote  is  to  be  counted  in  the  electoral 
districts  of  Vancouver-Burrard,  Vancouver 
Centre,  or  Vancouver  East,  such  elector  may 
vote  for  two  candidates,  but  not  more, 

7.  In  the  case  of  an  active  service  elector 
whose  vote  is  to  be  counted  in  the  electoral 
districts  of  Vancouver-Point  Grey  or  Victoria 
City,  such  elector  piay  vote  for  three  candi¬ 
dates,  but  not  more. 

8.  An  active  service  elector  who  desires  to 
vote  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations 
shall  apply  for  a  service  ballot-paper  to  the 
Deputy  Returning  Officer  at  any  polling-place 
at  any  time  between  the  opening  and  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  poll. 

9.  Upon  application  nursuant  to  regulation 
8,  and  upon  the  elector  making  an  affidavit  in 
Form  1  in  the  Schedule,  the  Deputy  Returning 
Officer  shall  furnish  to  the  elector  a  service 
ballot-paper,  and  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply:— 

(a.)  The  affidavit  required  to  be  made  by 
the  active  service  elector  shall  be  made 
on  the  outer  envelope  to  be  used  for 
the  ballot-paper  after  it  has  been 
marked  by  the  elector: 

(b.)  Upon  completion  of  the  affidavit  the 
Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  hand  to 
the  elector  a  service  ballot-paper  in 
Form  2  in  the  Schedule,  together  with 
a  small  envelope  (known  as  an  inner 
envelope)  in  which  the  elector  is  to 
place  the  ballot-paper  after  it  is  marked : 

(c.)  The  active  service  elector  shall  mark 
the  ballot-paper  by  writing  in  the  space 
provided  the  name  of  the  candidate  or 
candidates  for  whom  he  wishes  to  vote 
and  shall  fold  the  ballot-paper  in  such 
a  manner  that  no  other  person  can  see 
for  whom  he  has  voted : 
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(d.)  In  full  view  of  the  Deputy  Returning 
Officer  the  active  service  elector  shall 
then  place  the  ballot-paper  so  folded  in 
the  inner  envelope,  seal  the  inner  envel¬ 
ope,  and  hand  it  to  the  Deputy  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  who  shall,  in  full  view  of 
the  elector,  forthwith  place  it  in  the 
outer  envelope,  seal  the  outer  envelope, 
and  place  it  in  a  suitable  receptacle 
which  shall  remain  in  full  view  at  all 
times  during  the  polling. 

10.  After  counting  the  votes  given  for  each 
candidate  as  required  by  section  115  the  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  shall  segregate  the  envelopes 
containing  service  ballot-papers  according  to 
the  respective  electoral  districts  to  which  they 
appertain. 

11.  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  then 
place  the  envelopes  for  each  electoral  district 
in  separate  parcels  and  he  shall  thereupon 
securely  fasten  and  seal  each  parcel,  and  he 
shall  then  forward  each  parcel,  properly  ad¬ 
dressed  and  fully  prepaid,  by  registered  mail 
to  the  Returning  Officers  for  the  respective 
electoral  districts  to  which  they  appertain. 

12.  Each  Returning  Officer  upon  receipt  by 
him  of  parcels  containing  service  ballot-papers 
shall  place  the  parcels  in  a  safe  place  and 
keep  them  there  until  the  time  when  the  final 
count  is  taken  pursuant  to  section  117  of  the 
Act. 

13.  At  the  time  of  the  final  count  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  persons 
then  present,  open  each  outer  envelope,  and 
after  removing  therefrom  the  inner  envelope 
shall  place  the  outer  envelopes  in  a  separate 
bundle,  and  he  shall  then,  after  taking  care 
that  the  inner  envelopes  cannot  be  identified 
with  the  outer  envelopes  from  which  they  have 
been  taken,  remove  the  ballot-papers  from  the 
inner  envelopes,  and  he  shall  then  count  the 
number  of  votes  given  for  each  candidate  as 
shown  by  the  service  ballot-papers  and  shall 
include  the  result  in  the  final  count  before  pro¬ 
claiming  the  election  of  the  candidate  or  candi¬ 
dates  having  the  largest  number  of  votes. 

14.  After  proclaiming  the  election  the  Re¬ 
turning  Officer  shall  place  all  active  service 
ballots  in  a  separate  parcel  and  shall  also  place 
the  outer  envelopes  in  a  separate  parcel  and 
shall  then  deal  with  both  parcels  in  the  manner 
provided  in  subsections  (1)  and  (2)  of  section 
124  of  the  Act. 

15.  In  case  any  matter  is  not  sufficiently  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  these  regulations  the  procedure 
followed  in  connection  with  absentee  voters 
may  be  adopted  so  far  as  necessary  and  so  far 
as  not  inconsistent  with  anything  contained  in 
these  regulations,  and  the  provisions  of  sub¬ 
section  (2)  of  section  115  of  the  Act  shall 
apply  so  far  as  appropriate  to  the  circum¬ 
stances. 

16.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations 
every  Returning  Officer,  Deputy  Returning 
Officer,  and  Poll  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to 
administer  any  oath  authorized  by  these  regu¬ 
lations.

And  that  it  is  desired  to  amend  and  consoli¬ 
date  the  orders  relating  to  the  commission  pay¬ 
able  to  Official  Administrators: 

And  to  recommend  that  Orders  in  Council 
No.  416  and  No.  937  aforesaid  be  rescinded 
and  that,  pursuant  to  sections  63  and  64  of 
the  “  Administration  Act,”  the  following  regu¬ 
lations  be  made: — 

“(1.)  An  Official  Administrator  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  a  commission  by  way  of  re¬ 
muneration  for  attending  to  all  matters  in 
connection  with  the  taking  possession  of,  col¬ 
lection,  preservation,  and  disposition  of  es¬ 
tates  lawfully  administered  by  him,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  expenses  actually  incurred,  according 
to  the  following  scale: — 

“  On  the  gross  value  of  personal  estate  a 
commission  of  five  per  centum; 

“  On  the  gross  value  of  real  estate  sold, 
whether  the  sale  be  made  with  or  with¬ 
out  the  employment  of  a  real-estate 
agent,  a  commission  of  three  per  centum, 
provided  that  in  the  case  of  real  estate 
sold  under  agreement  for  sale,  when¬ 
ever  made,  including  mining  option 
agreements,  the  commission  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  only  on  the  amounts  of  principal 
and  interest  when  received  and  remitted 
to  the  Treasury  and  shall  be  at  the  I'ate 
of  three  per  centum,  and  that  where 
commission  has  been  charged  and  re¬ 
ceived  on  the  full  purchase  price  no 
further  commission  shall  be  payable; 

“  On  the  gross  value  of  real  estate  conveyed 
or  transferred  to  any  person  entitled 
thereto  as  heir,  devisee,  or  other  bene¬ 
ficiary  of  the  estate  a  commission  of  one 
per  centum. 

“(2.)  Where  the  Official  Administrator  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Civil  Service  within  the 
meaning  of  the  ‘  Civil  Service  Act  ’  he  shall 
be  entitled,  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  such 
Civil  Servant  and  to  expenses  actually  in¬ 
curred,  to  a  commission  on  all  estates  admin¬ 
istered  by  him  according  to  the  scale  fixed  by 
regulation  (1)  up  to  the  sum  of  $500  for  his 
own  use,  and  all  commissions  so  earned  by  him 
in  excess  of  the  said  sum  of  $500  shall  be  paid 
from  the  moneys  at  the  credit  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  estates  administered  by  him  into  the  Con¬ 
solidated  Revenue  Fund  for  the  use  of  His 
Majesty. 

“(3.)  Regulation  (2)  shall  not  apply  to  the 
Official  Administrator  for  the  County  of  Van¬ 
couver.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.

There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.
